We went through 
the'CApe Cod canal to Hew York where we took on a deck cargo of airplanes* Finally 
our convoy sailed via the Azores, taking the Southern route to England* We turned 
north, came down the Irish Sea to Liverpool, and discharged our cargo* Then we went 

to Cardiff, Waies; • 

*“Cardiff is a beautiful city with a large castle bordering'the main street. Trans¬ 
portation consists of double deck trams and douole deck trolley-buses. Fare is one 

penny (2#*) ... ‘ • • • ; - 

,! In London* I; visited Hyde Park, heard the-speakers there, saw the “ Changing of the 
G*uar&“, strolled, through Westminster Abbey, crossed London Bridge, saw the Tower; of 
London, St * Paul * s Cathedral, Charles ? Dickens 1 - 11 Old Curiosity Shop 11 Picadilly . 
Circus, Scotland Yard and Ho* 10 Downing Street. I also experienced an air raid, 
mostly incendiary bombs.*/
